‘pops up unexpectedly in Hungary 
and Italy, trying to borrow railway 
rolling-stock. 

When Car] Clodius arrives in a city 

it becomes overnight the centre’ of 
some new.German scheme to escape 
the deadly embrace ' of the Allied 
blockade. . : 
_ He was once : the " pupil of that 
financial wizard Dr. Schacht; and 
Clodius in economics, like his master 
with the Reich finances, is something }. 
of a genius at inventing little tricks 
to postpone the ultimately inevitable 
crash, 

“I have twice travelled in the same 
aeroplane as Dr. Clodius between 
Budapest and Bucarest, and as -he 


sat beside me I had the opportunity 


to study him closely. 

I saw a. man of 43,-tall, but be- 
ginning to run to fat. 
ly pompous in manner of speech, but 
with what I’ve always: called the 
“professional good fellow manner.” 

Anyhow, his red-faced, back-slap~ 
ping type of heartiness seems to 
have held him in ‘good stead, for he 
has a pretty. good .record down here 
in. the Balkans. 

He signed successful economic 
agreements with Rumania, Bulgaria, 
Greece, and Italy before the war, and 
he concluded .a new one with Ru-

strongly under Von Papen’s influence.’ 

To-day his boss is Von Ribbentrop, 


-since he’s attached: to the economic 


branch of the Berlin Foreign Office, 
and he takes ordérs from. no one 
less important. He is in ‘ complete 
control of Germany’s economic rela- - 
tions with all the South-East Euro- 
pean countries. ‘ 

To-day Clodius is definitely a mem~ 
ber of the Nazi Orchestra, even if he 
doesn’t ‘mgake as much noise as some 
of the well-known performers, 

Clodius doesn’t seek publicity 
‘attract. attention’ to himself 
shouting hysterical insults over the 
radio like his chiefs, so. his work | 
doesn’t get the “attention it deserves; 
but he’s able, hard-working, un- . 
ingenious, and -cunning— 
a dangerous enough collection of 
characteristics in any enemy.’

SINCE EARLY YESTERDAY MORNING THE FIN-

FINLAND, IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE TERMS

_At the same time, another army is marching into Finland, 
an army of 100,000 men, women and children who 
have chosen to leave their homes and remain free Finns 
in what is left of Finland rather - than come under 


Moscow’s rule. 

Striking west along snow-covered 
roads this army is slowly marching, 
- some on foot, some drawing sledges 
‘piled high with belongings and some 
in cars and lorries commandeered by 
the Government for this purpose. 

Originally, the 19,000 . square 
miles of territory ‘formed the home 
of 500,000 Finns. As the war pro- 
gressed, 400,000 were removed to 
places of safety and the remainder 
are now following them. 

There is as yet no indication as -to 
when the Finnish Parliament will 
ratify the peace treaty with Russia. 

The Soviet parliament is expected 
to ratify the treaty at an extraordin- 
ary session on March 29, — Reuter.

EVEN BEFORE FIGHTING STARTS 
Even before the great pause in the West 
{s broken, we may look one day and find 
that the Fuchrer is not there.. A military 
coup: a fit of frenzy: one of those Voices 
J of the weird Sisterhood which he hears in 
solitude calling in-a way that will not be 
denied; a sudden glimpse of the precipice 
on the edge of which he has perilously polsed 
the Reich and some ‘‘strong-bearded comet” 
may stare at his mild, or wild, departure.

“Good,” said the Despot, “God 
could not but signalise the end of so supreme

We have to do with a mind diseased. 
Madness fs of many kinds. Hitler’a is the 
sort that attacks the megalomaniac who 
has sold his soul-—and Germany’s—for 
Power. ; . 
No human being can stand the racking 
‘| strain of absolute power, least of all if his 
eyes are fixed. on a grandiose’ ideal which 
free men who value iberty. more than pre- 
sent peace dare not let him attain. The 
strain destroys that mental balance which 
1s the ‘infallible test of sanity.- “=, 
How’ few men since Dictatorships began 
have climbed to world power and remained 
cool-headed enough to see the point where 
they must stop. Beton i ee 
In that respect Augustus stands almost 
alone. Diocletian retired in time and grew 
cabbages. Charles V., worn out in’ vain 
attempts to. harmonise the discordances ‘of 
a scattered Empire, withdrew to Estrama- 
dura and tried to synchronise his _ palace 
clocks. Napoleon, greatest of all despots, 
admitted at St. Heleria that he had ‘‘stretch- 
ed the. bow too tight,’ : ? 
“THERE WILL ‘BE“NO-DOORN ~~ --- 
That ts just what the Fuehrer-has: done. 
He has stretched the bow. too tight and the 
time for its relaxation'has gone ‘by. ‘‘Hell 
hath no ‘fury like a Fuehrer scorned.”

Centuries ago Plutarch made . some per- 4 


tinent observations on this. subject in his 
brief “Life of Sulla, the Right-wing Dicta- 
tor of the Roman Republic, then hastening 
to decay. Sulla was famous, or infamous, 
for the ruthlessness of his proscriptions on 
a scale unparalleled. till he. set his contem- 
porarles the baleful example:

INSTRUCTIONS ‘FROM VOICES’ 
Evidently; Plutarch was puzzled.and wisc- 
ly withheld his own solution of the riddle, 
if he had one. The allenists and psycholo- 
gists of to-day might insist on stating the 
problemi in another way. What !s certain is 
that’ this terrible thing, Power, in its highest 
ranges almost always draws out the: bad 
qualities of the Despot rather than’ the good. 
Another short passage from the same 
“Life’’ Is also. particularly relevant: 
“Jt gave Sulla pleasure to hear his suc-

cess imputed to Fortune and he encourag-’ 

ed the opinion, thinking that it added an 

alr of greatness-and divinity to his actions. 

‘Whether he did this out of vanity or from 

a. real persuasion of its truth we cannot 

say. However, he writes in his ‘Commen-~ 

taries,’ that his, instantaneous resolutions 
and enterprises, executed in ‘a’ manner 
different from what he had intended, al- 
ways succeeded better than ‘those on which 
he bestowed most: time and forethought. - 

Add that in the ‘Commentaries’ inscribed 

to Lucullus, he advises him to depend up- 

on nothing more than upon that which 

Heaven directed to him in the visions of 

the night.”’ 

Sulla, therefore, must be added to the 
remarkable Hst of great men of action who 
have heard “Voices,” seen visions and re- 
ceived supernatural assurances that they 
are the favourites of Heaven. Yet it is a 
sound working rule — especially outside 
purely religious experience—to regard with 
deep distrust those who pass through ‘ecstatic 
periods and claim to yecelve special instruc- 
tions,,from the unseen world. The Voices 
heard by Joan of Arc and Oliver Cromwell 
—two absolutely different ‘‘and’ ‘ contrasted 
temperaments—are beyond . my: «philosophy. 
But when Hitler speaks of the Voices he has 
heard, the world is more than sceptical, 
especially since they have persuaded him 
that it is his duty to lic, to murder, to per- 
secute the Churches, to pillage and torture. 
one race and to exterminate, as far as pos- 
sible, another. rs 

THE CATALOGUE OF CRIMES 

Hitler has never shrunk from crime in 

fear of ghostly, punishments, If the State 


‘lbenefited no other justification was requir- 
ed: to “the - State -alone- -need - he- render. .... 


account.’ He is not half so religious as was 
another miscreant on the grand scale, Peter 
the’ Great, who. counselled deeds at which 
humanity shuddered yet was penetrated with 
the serene conviction that he was ‘‘an in- 
strument for good in the hands of God." 
‘When Hitler, in his own phrase, took upon 
himself to be “the Supreme Court of the 
German People” for the space of 24 hours, 
he sanctioned, a political massacre on the 
Neronian scale.

FINN. DIET 
RATIFIES. 
TREATY 


‘Helsinki, To-day. : 

The Finnish Parliament 
last night approved ‘the 
ratification of the Rus- 
sian peace treaty by 145 


votes to 3. . 

The Premier, Dr. Ryti, said that 
very often it needed more courage to 
start negotiations during a war than 
to stop the actual war itself. 

The Finnish Government approach- 
ed Russia several times, but were 
refused, on the grounds that ' Mos- 
cow only recognized the puppet 
Kusinen government at Terijoki. 

When the Finns successfully re- 
sisted the Russians, there were hopes 
of peace, and this led to the send- 

\ Ing of delegates to Moscow. 
GRADUAL EXHAUSTION 

Speaking of. the gradual exhaus- 
tion of the Finnish Army and_ the 
overwhelming strength of the Rus- 
sians, he said that the Western Po- 
wers offered, valuable help and war 
material, but ‘even over the normal 
‘ routes (this help could not have 
reached Finland before April. 

Finland depended on two neutral 
countries with few railways, which 
could easily ‘be destroyed, for this 
transport. The Finnish Govern- 

- ment came to’ the conclusion they 

‘could not continue the. war. 

M. Ryti emphasized that Finland’ 
starte the: war with no promise of 
“help ‘or guarantee of help and that 
no one advised: her to resist Russia.— 
Reuter.
